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claim 3, wherein the corrugated partition plate includes 
wave patterns with different frequencies. 

12 . The sound-absorbing unit as claimed in 

5 claim 3, wherein the corrugated partition plate includes 
wave patterns with different amplitudes . 

13. A sound-absorbing unit comprising: 
a partition plate having recesses; and 

10 a sound-absorbing material which covers air 

spaces defined inside the recesses. 

14. The sound-absorbing unit as claimed in 
claim 13 , wherein each of the recesses has a cross- 

15 sectional area that gradually varies with a depth of the 
recess . 



15. The sound-absorbing unit as claimed in 
claims 3 or 13, wherein the thickness of air spaces behind 
20 the sound-absorbing material is set to odd multiples of 
one-fourth of the wavelength of sound waves of target 
frequencies .
